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8T. CLAIR STREET BRIDGE. 

The City and County Liable to In- 
dictment for Non-Compliance 
With Orders to Raise the 
Bridge. 

About two years ago the Secretary 
of War notified the city and county 
authorities that they must raise the 
St. Clair street bridge ucross the Ken 
tucky river a suflicient height to pre- 
vent it from remaining an obstruction 
to navigation during high stages of 
water. 

The local ofllcials contended that 
the United States Government, in ac- 
cepting the river from the Stat*^ 
could not regulate a bridge whicn 
had been placed there many years 
before under a State charter, especi- 
ally if in the exercise of that power 
the Government required an act 
which would destroy the value of 
the property to be regulated. The 
bridge, it is said, was too old to be 
raised and the order, therefore, could 
only be complied with by the con- 
struction of a new bridge, for which 
the city and county should have an 
appropriation by an act of Congress 
for at least the value of the present 
bridge. 

A meeting of the citizens to take 
action in the matter was held and a 
petition reciting the facts in the case 
and requesting Congress to appropri- 
ate n sum equal to the value of the 
bridge was formulated and sent to ; 
Washington City. In the meanwhile 1 
engineers from Washington came to 
the city and took the matter under 
advisement and reported that wi! fl- 
out a doubt the necessity existed for 
the enforcement of the War Secreta- 
ry's demands to raise the bridge, and 
again warning orders were issued to 
the local authorises to have the work 
done or expect to suffer the penalty 
prescribed by law. When District 
Judge Sage, of Ohio, decided a simi 
lar case against the United States and 
in favor of Muskingum county, Ohio, I 
the citizens took new hope and al- 
lowed the order to pass out of mind, 
to be called up again should the 
Supreme Court of the United State's 
to which the Ohio case was appealed, j 
reverse the dicisiou of Judge Sage 
That case has not yet been decided 
in the Supreme Court, but the crisis, 
in a limit of indulgence has been 
reached in the case of Frankfort, and , 
District Attorney Jolly has been 
notified by the Secretary of War to 
proceed in court to enforce the order 
to raise the St. Clair street bridge, j 
Mr. Jolly is now preparing the pa- 
pers for filing the indictment against 
the city and county at the term of 
the United States court, which will 
be held in this city Monday week. 

It is not a comforting thought for ; 
the tax payers of the city and county 
to know that penalty is a sum not ex- ! 
eeeding $5,000 a month, which, if the. 
indictment is found and the Ohio case 
reversed, will have to be paid as n 
sum thrown into the river, for the 
failure to do an act which, without 
the order of the Secretary of War, 
has long stared the people in the face 
as a necessity that they were bound 
to provide for, sooner or later. The 
justice of the points in controversy 
on the part of the city and county is 
good in theory and it seems ought to 
be so recognized in Congress by M 
appropriation asked for. but what is 
the use of all the law and justice in 
the country if the coercing power 
is deaf to all pleadings for time and 
money? If Congress will not make 
the appropriation, it is neither con- 
sistent nor a wise policy for Frank- 
fort to pursue in stubbornly refusing 
to remove obstructions to the naviga 
tion of the river, for the completion 
of which great work to the head- 



waters the citizens are becoming 
anxious for Congress to hasten, re- 
alizing the advantages that will natu- 
rally fall to Frankfort. Under the ex- 
isting condition of things, it is ap- 
parent that a new bridge will have 
to be erected and it would strike an 
average person that it is to the inter- 
est of the tax payers to deal fairly 
with the owners of steamboats, 
who while plying the trade to this 
city and thereby cheapening rates 
and furnishing a splendid outlet for 
transportation, should not, by any 
obstruction placed by the city, be 
prevented any longer from proceed- 
ing further up the river, during the 
high stages of water, in the effort to 
maintain a trade for their boats. 
Then again, setting aside the neces- 
ity for a new bridge, there is always 
a great risk in defying the laws on 
which the high powers are basing 
their authority, and that risk, with 
the facts before them, it is believed 
the tax payers do not care to assume- 
Build a new bridge, gentlemen of the 
city council and county court, and let 
it be a handsome iron structure that 
will be an ornament, attesting the 
taste and public spirit of the city, 
whose growth and prosperity will re- 
ceive an impetus from her public im- 
provements in which th* county 
shares the reward. 

As a matter of interest at the pres- 
ent time, the following syllabus of the 
Muskingum county case, as decided 
by Judge Sage, is published below :

t Navigable Waters Bridge -Suf 
ficiency of Notice to Provide 'Draw." 

County Comissioners of M. county 
Ohio were notified by the Secretary j 
of War, July 26, 1891, to provide a I 
State bridge over the M. river with a j 
' draw" for;the passage of boats, on or j 
before September 30, 1891. The com j 
missioners had no funds with which 
to provide the "draw," could make:; 
no levy for that purpose until March 
Off June, 1891, which levy would not 1 
be collectable in full before December 
20 of the year following. The Com- 
missioners had applied to the legis- 
lature for the necessary funds without 
success and had no opportunity to 
submit the question of the necessary 
expenditure, which exceeded $10,000, 
to a popular vote, as required In case 
of such excess. Held, that the notice 
did not give a reasonable time in 
which to provide the 'draw." 

2. Same -Powers of Secretary of 
War Constitutionality of Act. 

Act Cong. August 11, 1888, \2b U. 8. 
St. at Large p. 424, sections 9-10 | pro- 
viding that when the Secretary of 
War shall have reason to believe that 
any bridge is an obstruction to free 
navigation, he shall give notice re- 
quiring the bridge to !>< so altered as 
to render navigation through or 
under it easy and unobstructed, and 
imposing a penalty on the controllers 
of the bridge for failing to make 
such provisions is unconstitutional 
in that it delegates to the Secretary 
of War powers exclusively vested in 
Congress.
